HE Founder of the Carnegie United Kingdom Trust—the late 

Mr. Andrew C Trust Deed that the 

encouragement of musical development amongst the masses should 
form part of their activities, the Trustees have initiated several schemes with 
that end in view. This work is published as an important contribution to 
their general scheme. 

In 1916 the Trustees were informed that a number of well-known 
students of music had begun the great task of recovering from the archives 
of Cathedral and other libraries the sacred music which was composed during 
the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, and they agreed that it would be in 
accordance with their policy to give financial assistance towards the recovery 
and wide publication of this unique store of musical treasure. The present 
edition in ten volumes, supplemented by the separate issue of fifty characteristic 
works suitable for performance by choral societies and the choirs of places of 
worship, is the result of that decision. 

The work of rediscovery, trans-notation, and editing was originally 
placed in the hands of Dr. R. R. Terry ‘, Organist and Director of Music, 
Westminster Cathedral. Dr. Terry later on, finding the work beyond the 
scope of one editor, gathered round him an Editorial Committee, with whose 
aid he collected the great bulk of the material and planned the whole edition. 
Pressure of other work, resulting in protracted ill-health, and culminating in 
a breakdown, necessitated an immediate withdrawal from many of his activities, 
and the work passed into the hands of his colleagues. 

The Trustees deeply regret his retirement, and desire to place on 
record their appreciation of his pioneer work in the re-discovery of the 
forgotten music, and his services to the present edition. 

It is in the confident hope that musical students and the general public 
of the United Kingdom will find in the recovered music not only great 
beauty and intrinsic charm but also a source of inspiration that the Trustees 
express their pleasure in having contributed towards the publication of the 
present edition.

HE date of Robert White’s birth is not definitely known. Arkwright! 

states that it cannot be earlier than 1530, while Davey® places it at 

1540. His father was also named Robert White. There seems to be but 

little evidence for the identification? of the elder White with the organ- 

builder of that name, who received payment at various dates between 1531 

and 1545 for repairs to the organ at Magdalen College, Oxford. The same 

organ-builder and his son are no doubt referred to in Churchwarden Bentley’s 

book at St. Andrew’s, Holborn, in the first year of Queen Mary, when the 

parish paid ‘to young Whyte sli. for y° great orgaynes which his father 

gave to y° church’. An entry dated 1572 in the same MS. book shows that 

the churchwarden, Thomas Langton, ‘ without leave of y° parishoners or 

consent of y° Vestry & clean against y° mynd of y° parson solde awaye y* 

- great Orgaynes given by Mr. Whyte & for which y®* parish payd 5li. to 

young Whyte... unto y° Deane of Westminster & y* Mynster Church 

ther’. This last entry has been misinterpreted ; and it has been incorrectly 

stated more than once that it was ‘young Whyte’, and not Langton, who 

sold this instrument to Westminster. Meanwhile, a deed‘ executed in con- 

» nexion with this sale shows that it was Robert White, the organist of 

Westminster, who made the purchase from Langton, and the chance cir- 

cumstance of his father having the same, and not uncommon, surname as the 

» organ-builder is quite insufficient reason for presuming their identity. Such 

details of Robert White’s life as are known point the other way. 

The first certain fact recorded about him is that he took the degree of 

B. Mus. at Cambridge on 13th December 1560. It was stated in the Grace 

that he had then studied music for ten years, and from this it may be inferred 

that he was 25 or 26 years old at the time. For his degree he was required

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to compose a Communion Service to be performed at Great St. Mary’s on 
Commencement Day, and that he carried out this requirement is signified 
by an endorsement on the Grace ‘omnia peregit?, On Ch.Ch. MS. 983, 
fo.135v, White is described as ‘batchelar of art, batchelar of musick’, but 
reference to Venn’s Book of Matriculations shows that he did not take 
a degree in Arts. In his Will," and also in that of his wife," he is styled 
bachelor of music only. , 

In 1561 Christopher Tye retired from the post of Master of the 
Choristers of Ely Cathedral, and was succeeded by White either in that 
year or the next; and in 1566 White was succeeded by John Farrant, but 
was not appointed to Westminster Abbey until about 1570. What became 
of him in the intervening four years is uncertain. The researches of Dr. A. H. 
Mann and Dr. J. C. Bridge seem to show that on leaving Ely he went to 
Chester Cathedral, for at this date the Master of the Chester Choristers was 
named White. Dr. Mann owns a copy of Morley’s Plaine and Easie 
Introduction to Musicke, 1597, which formerly belonged to Thomas Tomkins, 
who added notes against several of the names in Morley’s list of composers 
at the end of this book, indicating their appointments. Against White’s 
name he has written ‘ Westchester and Westminster’ with the words ‘ First 
of’ subsequently added above. Chester was frequently called Westchester 
at that date. White’s name first appears at Chester in March 1567, Richard 
Saywell being at that time Master of the Choristers; but in the following 
June White had received Saywell’s post, and was contributing a sum to 
Saywell’s stipend. Dr. Bridge found records showing that White took part 
in the Whitsun plays at Chester in 1567 and 1568, receiving higher re- 
muneration than any of the other musicians; but his name is not found in 
Chester in any connexion later than 1568. . 

Nor is the exact date of White’s transference to Westminster known. 
It was probably in or about 1570 ; but it is at least hazardous to found this 
supposition on the entry in the registers of St. Margaret’s, Westminster, on 


7th June 1570, of the baptism of ‘Margaret Whyte d. of Roberte base’. 


The name was not uncommon, and the entry need not be taken to refer to 
the Organist of the Abbey to the exclusion of any other bearer of the same 
name.

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White died in November 1574, in all probability not more than forty 
years old, and was buried on the 11th of that month at St. Margaret’s, 
Westminster. The entry in the register is ‘ Roberte Whyte Mr of the singing 
children’, There is no reason to doubt that his wife, Ellen, was the daughter 
of Christopher Tye. Tye on leaving Ely Cathedral became rector of 
Doddington in Cambridgeshire. The parish registers of that date have not 
survived, but it is probable that White’s marriage took place at Doddington. 
Margery White, their daughter, was baptized at Holy Trinity Church, Ely, 
on 23rd December 1565. She was one of the two children who survived 
her parents. Two other daughters were baptized at St. Margaret’s, West- 
minster: Elizabeth on 24th February 1571/2 and Prudence on 23rd August 
1573. Where their fourth daughter Ann was baptized has not been dis- 
covered. It may have been at Chester. The hand of death fell heavily on 
the family in 1574, for not only the composer, but his wife and at least one 
of his children, were carried off in the same month. Prudence was buried 
on the day on which he made his Will, but he left her a bequest. The only 
survivors were Margery and Ann, both of whom were living in May 1576 
when their mother’s Will was proved by Katherine Tye, their grandmother. 

The Will of Robert White was dated 7th November 1574. Owing 
to the death of his widow so shortly afterwards, it was not proved until 
25th May 1576, when probate was granted to Katherine Tye, and to 
Thomas Hawkes who had married another of Christopher ‘Tye’s daughters. 
The most interesting detail in White’s Will is the reference to his landed 
property in the parish of Nuthurst, near Horsham in Sussex. It seems strange 
that, as his short life was spent in an active career of music first at Ely, then 
at Chester, and finally at Westminster, he should have owned this consider- 
able landed estate. And it is a subject for speculation as to how he became 
possessed of it. It was not through his father, for his father survived him, 
nor was it through his wife. It may have come to him through his mother’s 
family. The Nuthurst registers, though they date from 1559, throw no 
light on the problem. The name of White in various forms does occasion- 
ally appear in the registers at this date, but none of the entries provides any 
clue in connexion with Robert White. On the death of Ellen White the 
property passed jointly to the two daughters, Margery and Ann. 

A transcript of the Wills of Robert and Ellen White is appended on

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His Work. 


There is a comfortable belief that time and change try reputations by 
some infallible touchstone; that the worthiest will survive; and that the 
iniquity of oblivion does not scatter its poppy quite so blindly after all. 

This belief is sharply challenged by the case of Robert White. Even when 
the renown of the English polyphonic school was at its lowest ebb, Byrd and 
Tallis retained some parcels of honour. White, whose music, for skill, 
invention and sincerity, is worthy to stand by ere and hee contem- 
porary reputation was as high—if the witness of Thomas Morley and of MS. 
music collections be admitted—has been even as a name neglected. 

Hawkins! dismisses him in a sentence: ‘There was also a Robert 
White, an eminent Church musician, the composer of several anthems in 
Barnard’s collection. Morley celebrates one of this name, but whether he 
means either of these two persons [Robert or Matthew White] cannot be 
ascertained.’ | 

This is the more surprising, as one aspect of his genius seems peculiarly 
fitted to retain a hold on the more pedantic members of posterity who see 
to the upkeeping of reputations—the scholars, antiquaries, and praisers of 
former times. Though no one cares to drink the wine, the bottle is still 
held in respect; it may even find shelter in a museum. A canon and 
a motet in forty parts saved the credit of Tallis; Bach’s music might go into 
the lumber room, but the Old Peruke was here and there remembered for his 
skill in fugue. It must be recorded to his credit that Burney, whose judge- 
ment of polyphony is seldom without prejudice, appreciated to the full the 
genius of White. In his History of Music” he is ungrudging in his praise. 
He quotes Morley’s eulogium; he prints Lord who shall dwell in Thy 
tabernacle; he states that he had scored much of the White contained in 
the Christ Church MS. books, and prides himself on being ‘in possession of 
a small manuscript, which by the writing and orthography seems of the 
sixteenth century, entitled “Mr. Robert Whyte, his Bitts, of three Parte 
Songes, in Partition, with Ditties, 11, without Ditties, 16”. These are short 
fugues or intonations in most of the eight ecclesiastical wees ee

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White would appeal to Burney, for he is eminent among the sixteenth- 
century English musicians for the attention he gave to formal structure. 
In this he may claim a merit not always to be found in conjunction with 
this kind of technical eminence—originality. Canonic ingenuity was, of 
course, no new thing in his day ; but by the earlier English composers it 
was. used rather to animate the texture than to govern the design, and though 
the later composers learnt not merely to animate but to organize their texture, 
they had given up the canonic ingenuity for a freer imitative polyphony. 
Thus the typical White manner is a thing unique in its period: to find 
a parallel to such elaborate pieces of construction as the third Domine quis 
habitabit we must look forward to the seventeenth-century fugal motet for 
double choir. 

The mastery of any specialized form carries with it the danger that the 
form may master its exponent, or that his very mastery may betray him into 
coercing into a special manner material that is unsuitable for such treatment, 
or even unworthy of it. White cannot be held altogether exempt from 
this accusation (though for that matter neither can Beethoven nor Bach). At 
times we feel that he is composing by specific, mechanically, even pompously. 
But fortunately he possessed, together with his gift for calculated strategic 
construction, a most uncalculating boldness in the matter of the individual 
vocal curve. The striding intervals, the sweep of the phrases, the freedom 
of rhythmic outline are remarkable even in sixteenth-century English music ; 
and that is saying much. 

In such works as the Magnificat (a piece very traditional in style and 
suggesting itself as an early work written under the influence of Taverner), 
the six-part Lamentations, or the motet Exaudiat te (especially the close), 
we see these qualities at their freest, just as in Ad te levavi or O praise God 
in his holiness (though it is just to say that there are grave reasons against 
believing this anthem to be authentic untampered White) the formal instinct 
is shown at its coldest and most calculating. It was a fortunate chance that 
such diverse manifestations of the creative gift should have met in White. 
Either alone might have been his undoing, for it does not seem likely that 
the energy of temperament expressed in his music could have ridden an 
talent upon the curb; but to the conjunction we owe such noble works of 
art as the Miserere, or the third Domine quis habitabit.

171 4, 
a score by Dr. ‘Tudway, the words set to this music begin O Lord rebuke me not, and are said to 
be due to Dr. Aldrich. A copy of Tudway’s score, made later in the eighteenth century, 
B.M. Add. MS. 17842, f. 60 v, attributes the work to Mr. Husbands. In this place 
Mr. Hughes Hughes appears to include the anthem among those which Dr. Tudway states 
‘were compos’d 1st in Latin. By Carissimi, Palestrina, Stradella &c. And set to English 
words by ye Revd. Dr. Aldrich, Dean of Xt Church’. This is probably an oversight, as 
only the latter part of Dr. Tudway’s statement applies to this version of the anthem.

Though attributed to William White by Durh. C. 4 and all the York part books save 
the Bassus Decani, there is, in the opinion of the Editors, no doubt but that O praise God in 
his holiness is by Robert White. The lay-out of the parts and the construction of the 
opening with its pairs of five-semibreve measures (cf. Deus misereatur, Domine quis habitabit 
iand iii, Miserere met Deus and Ad te /evavi) are so characteristic of his method as to be a 
better guarantee of authorship than any MS. attribution.” 

But there is not the same assurance that the texts available represent this anthem as he 
wrote it, and for this reason it is set apart in an appendix. 

The anthem appears in two versions, one for four, the other for eight voices (Durh. C. 
1o and B.M. Add. 30479 say it is for seven parts: but they agree with the rst Tenor part 
of the 8-part version, and in Durh. C. 4 the heading ‘7 parts’ has been corrected to 8; so 
this statement may be taken to be an error). 

Although the 4-part version is given by the earliest text (B.M. Add. 30480-4. temp. 
Eliz.) it seems almost certain that the work was written for eight voices; and the 4-part 
version itself gives evidence of this. ‘The division of the material in the 8-part version 
between the two equal choirs is—as has been pointed out—characteristic of White: in the 
4-part version this takes the form of each statement being exactly repeated by the same 
voice, a device not at all characteristic of White but an obvious expedient for any one 
adapting his 8-part lay-out for four voices. Further evidence that the 4-part version is an 
adaptation from the larger form may be found in the repetition of the initial phrase, where 
the first semibreve has been diminished to a minim in order to allow the Cantus to take up 
the repetition in the right place, in the slight awkwardness of the similar joins throughout, 
and in the closing section, ‘So be it’. But though the 4-part version cannot be taken as 
authentic text, there is reason to suppose that in two important passages where it differs from 
the 8-part version its readings give the truer indication of what White originally wrote. 
The first instance is the passage Praise him in the sound of the trumpet. Even allowing for a 
simplicity in the matter of trumpets common to sixteenth-century composers (cf. an analogous 
passage in Byrd’s Sig joyfully) the collapse of style here in the 8-part version is very 
noticeable ; and that this collapse should coincide with the first complete discrepancy 
between the two versions throws additional doubt on its already doubtful authenticity. It 
is significant that while this passage in the 4-part version is more like White, in the 8-part 
version it is more like trumpets. This suggests that in the 8-part version the passage is an 
interpolation by a later hand. But why should it have been interpolated? The Editors 
would put forward this suggestion: that both versions of this anthem are adaptations from 
an 8-part original with different words, and that the 4-part version has here preserved 
White’s music, which in the 8-part version was discarded because it was not sufficiently 
trumpet-like. Further evidence against the authenticity of this verbal text may be looked 
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for in such phrases as Praise him according to his excellent greatness, where note values appear 
to have been split to accommodate the syllables ; and in the fact that there is a large number 
of variants due to underlaying given by York, Durham, and Peterhouse ; as though 
continual attempts were made to improve a word-setting that was felt to be awkward. 

The second complete discrepancy between the two versions is in the passage Praise him 
upon the loud cymbals. Were the 4-part version breaks into a triple figure, much more 
characteristic of White than the 8-part setting, which is only a continuation of the preceding 
phrase, Praise him upon the well-tuned cymbals. Moreover, the score of the anthem in 
Tudway’s collection (B.M. Harl. 7339, f. 29 v), which otherwise follows the 8-part version, 
here departs from it and agrees with B.M. Add. 30480-4 (see p. 219). Despite the late 
date of Harl. 7339 it is quite likely that its version of this passage is nearer the original than 
that given by any of the other texts, since it preserves both the 8-part lay-out and the more 
typical reading. Unfortunately, in the section Praise him in the cymbals and dances the 
Tudway variant, though differing from both the 4-part and 8-part versions, is of no 
significance, being merely a conventional stop-gap passage of the chords of F and C. As 
they stand both the 4- and 8-part readings are unsatisfactory. The antiphonal structure of 
the 8-part version is consistent with the general style ; but the grudging treatment of the 
material is very unlike White, and the passage seems rather an animated makeshift than the 
opening of an important second part. The long runs in the 4-part version have a more 
authentic look and, granting the hypothesis that the words and consequent division of notes 
are not original, the resemblance of this passage to such examples of florid runs against a 
long holding-note as the Sicut /ocutus of the Magnificat is noteworthy. But even so the 
passage is out of the picture, for there is nothing to correspond to the free Sicut /ocutus 
style either in the rest of this anthem or in the undoubted motets of this class, such as Deus 
misereatur. When White has established a manner he keeps to it, and his performances in 
close-knit and schematic counterpoint are close-knit and schematic to the end. 

Of the many problems presented by O Praise God this is the most difficult. There is 
one possible solution, which the present Editors would put forward (but with the caution 
that its acceptance involves the acceptance of a previous editorial theory— that of adaptation) : 
that the material for this passage was taken from some other composition of White’s (now 
lost), either because the anthem in its original form did not supply music for the words 
Praise him in the cymbals and dances, or that the music was, as in the case of the 4-part trumpet 
passage, discarded because it was not suitable. ‘Thus the 4-part version may represent 
a true 4-voice fragment of White in which a holding note has been broken up into a 
rhythmic phrase, with the adaptorial addition of that rhythmic phrase as the unsupported 
first entry : the 8-part version a later adaptorial attempt to combine something of the 4-part 
interpolation with the general style of the larger form ; and the Tudway vs a//er an even 
later recognition that neither expedient had been satisfactory.
